SPEAKS FOR COMPANIES. 


Pet-lures That Increased Revenues 


Are Imperative. 


J. K. Choate, formerly of Coopers- 


town and well known here, now vice 
president of the J. G. White Manage- 
ment corporation, and chairman of 
the special committee of Ways and 
Means for Obtaining Additional 
Rev- 


enues for electric railways in New 
York state, issues the following state- 
ment: 


"Special committees of the electric 


railway companies of New York state 
are to appear before the public serv- 
ice commissions of the First and Sec- 
ond districts in Albany and New York 
toctey. They are making requests for 
preliminary hearings on ways of in- 
creasing revenues at once, because the 
need of the companies Is imperative. 


"How these additional revenues are 


to be obtained, of course, is a matter 
that will be determined by the local 
conditions surrounding each company. 
In some cities a six-cent fare may be 
practical. In other cities a charge for 
transfers may be the solution. 


"For the last ten years the financial

For shoes what will come after 


leather? Cloth of suitable kinds may 
be used, and rubber or similar ma- 
terial may enter Into the prod'jct, but 
manufacturers seem to look most hope- 
fully upon paper ns tho basic sub- 
stance. 
Taper leather of attractive; 


a'ppcarance. adapted for many pur- 
poses as well ns the natural leather, 
Is, in fact, said to be satisfactorily 
made already. In a German process 
paper of long fiber is converted into 
pulp, suitably colored, made, flexible 
with glycerin and nondrying oils nnd 
waterproof with shellac solution, giv- 
en, the grain of morocco or other 
leather by pressing In a matrix nnd 
finished with lacquer. The matrix Js 
formed by taking an impression of the 
natural leather in shellac.

Just suppose that 
rou could smell as many things as you 
van sec. Cover carefully every human 
ador ou the trap line and you hare half 
caught your animal. Then use some 
;ood scent to tickle his sensitive nose 
and you will win. 


One of the best single drugs that can 


be used to allure a fur bearer is oil of 
anise. Oil of lavender, asafetlda, rho- 
dium and peppermint are often used 
together in manufactured baits. I think 
the most dependable scei* bait that I 
have used Is fish oil.—F. E. Brimmer In 
Orange Judd Farmer.
